The Sheltered
Seas gently brushes icebergs aside as she eases deep into the
winding fjord to a point within view of LeConte Glacier
pouring steeply from the mountains to salt water.

If any one spot in Alaska
could possibly be called the
most beautiful, Tracy Arm is
it.

Redoubt Bay Lodge

Redoubt Bay Lodge is located 110 miles southwest of Anchorage in the 171,500 acre Redoubt Bay Critical Habitat Area, on the only privately owned
parcel in the area. At the entrance to Lake Clark Pass in the Chigmit Mountains of the Aleutian Range, the hand-hewn log lodge sits on a small knoll
overlooking Big River Lake. Guests arriving at Redoubt Bay Lodge land on the lake after a very scenic 50-minute flight from Anchorage, and are shown
to one of just three cabins: Lakeside, Trailside and Hillside. Enjoy excellent bear-viewing opportunities from our comfortable 18-foot covered pontoon
boat, as many grizzly bears are drawn to the abundant salmon populations. Spend your day hiking in the forest, checking out the meandering coves
by canoe, berry picking, or simply tasting wine on the front porch. The fishing in the nearby lakes and streams is excellent, and side excursions are
available into Lake Clark National Park.

Winterlake Lodge

Winterlake Lodge offers peaceful respite on a beautiful, serene lake located at the entrance to Rainy Pass in the Alaska Range northwest of Anchorage.
The lake is home to otters, loons and other wild birds; lovely swans migrate through in the fall. In season the ground is covered with wildflowers and

berries. The hiking and wildlife viewing are excellent from Wolverine Mountain right behind the lodge. Guests at Winterlake Lodge choose from one
of three log cabins with lots of atmosphere — much of the furniture is handmade, Alaska style. Meals featuring Alaskan regional cuisine are served in
the main log lodge. Frequent lakeside barbecues feature Alaska

salmon and Alaska King Crab.
